There arc literally thousands 
of paper corporations and thousands 
of inactive corporations which help 
to make up the statistical total, nu- 
merically speaking, but have little 
to do with the active business of 
the country. 


It is a fact that about 10,000 corpo-

What is lacking for competitive 


purposes is capital for the small 
business man so as to enable him to 
tart real competition with the larg- 
er units. The government cannot 
supply this capital and it usually! 
has to be obtained by a pay-as-you- j 
go system. Government could casei 
he way by certain tax credits as an 
ncentive. 


When it comes to prices and costs, 


the small business is forced to pay 
wage scales which the employes of 
larger units dictate. While there is 
much sympathy with the president's 
idea of minimum wage as a matter 
of principle. Mr. Roosevelt does not 
take into account that a competitive 
system in which wage rates are 
frozen and permit of no flexibility 
is one in which the area of allow- 
able competition is being gradually 
diminished. 


Thus, the freight rates is fixed 


by the government and is a big item 
in prices, certainly the controlling 
tactor as between some sections of 


i the country. Then wage scales arc 
fixed by collective action of unions 
or groups. 
When minimum wage 


rates and maximum hours arc also 
fixed and the overtime rale is also 
proclaimed by law, the items left 
for flexibility in price will be nar- 
rowed still further. 


All this is worthy of study, but 


there is something else that "ought 
to be studied at the same time, and 
that's the concentration of political 
power in he hands of the few, not 
merely in our large cities, but here 
in the federal government. For. in 
the national capital, we have not 
one-tenth of 1 per cent of the pop- 
ulation in control of the destinies

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THE WHY OF A NEW PARTY 


What is the true purpose behind the 


creation of the new political party on a 
national scale at Madison? 


Discarding the mean and petty accusa- 


tions that are made against everything 
new, and usually inspired by as mean and 
petty purposes, the advent of the new po- 
litical party is an effort to save liberalism 
in America's political life from becoming 
the most distasteful word in our affairs 
for a generation, the natural result of the 
mistaken notion that Mr. Roosevelt is a 
liberal or that his program is an example 
of liberalism. 


No doubt the President thinks he is a 


liberal. But his direction of the great 
forces of America 
has 
become distin- 


guished for its lack of intelligent purpose 
and absence of effective program. In fact 
the program and the purpose have been 
dependent upon the impulses of the Pres- 
ident from day to day, a most uncertain 
method of handling a people's affairs as is 
evident in the wreck to be seen all around 
us. 


When Mr. Roosevelt went into office 


he faced a bloc in the senate consisting 
of Senators LaFollette, Norris, Wheeler, 
Johnson, Borah and Wagner who were 
known as consistent liberals. That did not 
mean that they always agreed. There is 
no such thing this side of heaven as per- 
fect agreement. 


But as we observed the President's ac- 


tions we concluded that he considered it 
a wise program to attach these leading lib- 
erals to his regime by adopting from each 
an idea and coating over this mass of no- 
tions with a constant declaration of mock 
and cloying concern for the welfare of 
"the little fellow," who was to suffer heav- 
ily under him. Thus he adopted the spend- 
ing program from Senator LaFollette, the 
senator's weakest idea; the silver buying 
program from Senator Wheeler, that sen- 
ator's most 
unsupportable 
notion; the 


"yardstick" principle in relation.to public 
utilities from Senator Norris, an idea that 
had become a grudge with the famous Ne- 
braskan and which was promptly turned 
into a rubber yardstick that doesn't mean 
anything; the monopoly plank from Sena- 
tor Borah and then hid it for five year; 
and so on with the other liberals. 


Mr. Roosevelt apparently believed he 


thus 
obtained a liberal 
program. He 


merely covered himself and the country 
with a mosquito netting made on a crazy 
quilt pattern. 


Had he desired a truly liberal regime 


he would have formed a program with the 
consent and active participation of all lib- 
erals ihat would have saved the country 
from the various Roosevelt "surprises"— 
from taking over the supreme court to the 
Job Destruction Tax—and most of which 
shocked genuine liberals as well as con- 
servatives. 


. Mr. Roosevelt brought to office the fine 


instincts of a master politician, using that 
word in its most decent sense, but he knew 
amazingly little of economics, and less of 
law and government. He was a Roosevelt. 
That was about all. 


We are not only bound in this country 


to have liberal and conservative opinion 
in our political life but it is essential for 
our welfare that both elements exist in 
true and genuine form. 
The liberals at 


Madison, as we read their acts, are at- 
tempting manfully to save the liberal tra- 
dition. 


In r.o way could thai be accomplished 


except by attempting to shed responsibil- 
ity for the piling blunders of the Admin- 
istration at Washington and the terrible 
pain of payment that is drawing nearer 
every sundown and is only postponed by 
frantic hypodermics of more morphine in 
the form of wild extravagance and need- 
less waste.

The use 
of ihis type of x'ulgar action can well 
be placed in the same category as that 
of the more silent means of expressing 
contempt by pressing the fingers to the 
nose, thumb first."

LOST: A MILLION STEADY JOBS 
In Governor LaFollettc's discussion last 


week he used the railroads as an example 
in outlining the methods he would employ 
were he at Washington. 


It was 
an 
unfortunate example to 


select. 


For the railroads stand today as a col- 


ossal monument to the ruin that results 
when a business gets into politics up to 
its neck and politics then wrings that neck 
thinking it can advantageously run busi- 
ness. 


What a different 
picture 
America 


would present if the railroads today only 
employed the million more men that they 
were employing 15 years ago: 


Neither was the Governor's method of 


handling the railroad situation likely to 
appeal to the judgment of the people as 
practical or workable. His idea apparent- 
ly was to throw all railroads into the 
courts under special acts of congress that 
assumed to permit the courts to make first 
mortgages into second mortgages and of- 
fer ihs position of first mortgage to new 
money to be loaned by the public to the 
railroads for the purpose of a general re- 
habilitation of thdmselves. 


The first hornet in this ointment is to 


get people to loan money to corporations 
upon first mortgages when they find the 
authority in congress to put them into sec- 
ond place some day in the future when it 
so happens to please that august body. 


But the governor's 
suggestion, his 


thought of using the railroads as an ex- 
ample, should not be permitted to pass 
unnoticed for railroad history in the Unit- 
ed States tells a tragic story of what hap- 
pens just as soon as the nation quits its 
proper policy of regulation for the purpose 
of using any industry as a football or a 
guinea pig, trying out on it every harum- 
scarum theory that 
everyone 
with a 


grudge or a hob-nailed liver proposes. 


If a man in 1850, when railroads started 


to spread themselves over the continent, 
took a thousand dollars and put it in the 
bank at the average rate of interest pre- 
vailing since he would be better off in 1938 
than if he invested as a common stock- 
holder in any cross-section of American 
railroads. 
That will sound like a some- 


what astonishing statement because the 
railroads were successfully plucked by 
the politicians principally upon the ground 
that they were earning outrageous sums 
of money. The records do not show that 
conclusion to be just. 


But that idea was honest with a great 


many people. The governor's father when 
in the senate, some 25 years ago, wrote the 
Physical Valuation Lav.-, by the terms of 
which the government appropriated sever- 
al hundred million dollars so that it might 
count every car and engine, every rail and 
spike, every oil barrel and water tank and 
determine how much the railroads of the 
country had been watered by financial pi- 
rates of the Gould and Harriman type. 
When the work was completed after about 
ten years of toil it was found that, taking 
the railroads of the country as a whole, 
they were not watered at all. The trouble 
had been that the acts of several rogues 
who watered roads they controlled were 
considered characteristic of all the rail- 
roads of the country. 


What is said about the physical value 


of the railroads as a whole may be also 
said about their earnings. They have not 
earned high or excessive dividends. At a 
time when the laws and decisions of the 
American courts were to the effect that 
from 71-: to 8 per cent was a reasonable re- 
turn for railroads upon the value of their 
property feu- of them paid any such sum 
in dividends. The trouble again was that 
highly successful railroads like the Penn- 
sylvania and the Union Pacific were cited 
as typical of the business when they were 
not true examples and their use for illus- 
trative purposes conveyed a faulty picture 
li the public. There arc in fact 142 oper- 
ating railroads in this country. 


The railroads arc in bud onough shape 


today without any suggestion that they 
be given the ax across the neck which 
would bo the result with further gov- 
ernmental interference. True, they need 
money, but Governor LaFc-IIclte's method 
will never get them any money from the 
public. The money for thoir rehabilitation 
must come from RFC but it is useless to 
spend it unless we substantially alter the 
methods of havoc which exist in America 
today ,-nicl which load institutions witli 
t.nxo^. ohliqotions, duties and restrictions 
but never oven pivo them ;\ chance to 
breathe. 


And what good ho.* ilii» policy of po- 


litical banditry done the country? 
You 


may draw your own conclusions when we 
present to you today the railroads with a 
million less men working for them than 
were working 15 years aj-o,—nnd a pack 
of Kluxer politicians on their backs.
